AN UNNAMED 
benefactor is set 
to support a 
£660,000 scheme 
to bring cricket 
back to The Sev¬ 
erals at Newmar¬ 
ket. 

The backing, 
which is yet to be 
confirmed, will 
take pressure off 
councils and sports 
clubs planning the 
scheme for the 
town’s central 
green. 

A pavilion is to be 
built and the grass is to 
be re-laid to give the 
right playing surface for 
cricket, although other 
sports will also use the 
area. 

The scheme has taken 
a step forward with the 
town council, which 
owns The Severals, 
agreeing to authorise 
four councillors on the 
project working group 
to take decisions with¬ 
out asking for council 
approval. 

The council has ag¬ 
reed to suspend its 
“standing orders” - its 
rules of conduct - to 
allow the project to 
move forward as quickly 
as possible. 

The move will allow 
the appointment of a 
project manager, archi¬ 
tect and quantity sur- 
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veyor without the usual 
requirement of adverti¬ 
sing and seeking tend¬ 
ers for the work. 

Cllr Mick Jefferys, 
who chairs the town 
council’s leisure ser¬ 
vices committee, said: 
“It’s a complicated 
business and we need to 
make sure it goes 
through without delay.” 

He told a council 
meeting: “We are ex¬ 
pecting the pavilion to 
be supported by a 
benefactor and we 
would expect money to 
come through that 
source.” 

He said the members 
of the working group 
would report back to the 
council every month 
and contract terms 
would be subject to 
council approval. 

The scheme has al¬ 
ready been under dis¬ 
cussion for nearly two 
years and was originally 
hoped to have been 
completed this year. 

Now completion has 
slipped back to 2010. 

It was originally 
intended to provide a 
new home for the town’s 
cricket club which 
currently plays on the 
George Lambton play¬ 
ing fields in Fordham 
Road.

Uplifting 
gifts help 
charity to 
cash in 

IN the 1960s women 
burned their bras. Now 
they are being asked to 
recycle them. 

Bra recycling is the 
latest scheme put 
forward by the Suffolk 
Waste Partnership, an 
organisation which has 
Forest Heath District 
Council as one of its 
members. 

Old bras are being 
collected in “bra banks” 
at libraries in 
Newmarket, Mildenhall, 
Lakenheath and 
Brandon and 
Mildenhall’s Dome 
Leisure Centre. The 
scheme is part of 
Recycle Week, which 
runs until Monday but 
the “bra banks” will be 
left in place until the end 
of the month. 

A district council 
spokeswoman said: 
“The old bras are being 
sent to West Africa for 
reuse or recycling and 
the contractor collecting 
the bras will be paying 
£1 per kilogram which 
will be donated to 
Macmillan Cancer 
Support.”

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Police make 40 raids in drugs operation 


DRUGS with a street value of 
more than £3,000 were seized in 
west Suffolk during a week-long 
campaign by the police. 

Officers from across the county 
carried out raids on more than 40 
addresses with suspected links to 
drug dealing. 

Drugs were found at a property 
in Newmarket, but no arrests were 
made. 

In the west of the county, which 
includes Newmarket, Mildenhall 
and Haverhill, 14 searches were 
carried out and nine people were 
arrested. 


One was charged with drug 
offences and the others were 
released on bail pending further 
inquiries. 

In addition 19 people were given 
cautions for drug-related offences. 

Drugs seized in the west of 
county included heroin worth 
£2,000, cannabis worth £1,100 and 
crack cocaine worth £50. 

Across the whole county, drugs 
with a street value of more than 
£50,000 were seized along with 
weapons including guns, knives 
and baseball bats as well as two 
stolen motor cycles and nearly 


£20,000 in cash believed to be the 
proceeds of drug dealing. 

Det Chief Insp David 
Skevington said: “This campaign 
aims to highlight the positive 
work we do all year in taking 
drugs and dealers off the streets. 

“The results of the week show it 
has had a positive impact and has 
been a real success. 

“Our message is clear. We will 
continue to disrupt drug use and 
dealing in Suffolk and pros¬ 
ecutions will be robustly 
pursued.”

Footpath steps up school run safety 


A NEW footpath link to 
make it safer for pupils and 
their families to get to a 
village school has been 
officially opened. 

The link, between the 
recreation ground at 
Fordham, near 
Newmarket, and the village 


school, has been created 
in a project organised by 
the parish council. 

It means that families who 
bring their children to 
school by car can park in 
the recreation ground car 
park instead of outside the 
school, reducing the risks 


to others walking or 
cycling to school. 

The path cost £15,000 
with £10,000 from East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council and the rest from 
the parish council. 

Cllr Michael Allan, one of 
the district councillors for 


Fordham, officially opened 
the path. 

The parish council is 
currently seeking funding 
from recycling organisation 
WREN for additional 
funding to develop youth 
facilities at the recreation 
ground. 


Permission given to 
fell ‘danger’ trees 


DEVELOPERS have 
been given the go 
ahead to cut down 
nine trees covered by 
a preservation order. 

A further nine trees 
have already been felled 
on a former garden site 
known as Arborfield in 
Fordham Road, New¬ 
market, after they were 
said to be “dead, dying or 
dangerous”. 

The work on the trees 
sparked controversy 
after people living near 
the site complained that 
it was being done without 
council permission. 

Now Forest Heath 
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District Council’s plan¬ 
ning committee has 
agreed that the nine trees 
can come down for 
“health and safety” 
reasons. 

The developers Swall- 
owmead and Freshwater 
Estates had originally 
asked to remove 30 of the 
64 trees on the site and 
remove parts of another 
seven. 

But after talks with 
council officials, they 
reduced their application 


to nine plus the further 
nine categorised as “dead, 
dying or dangerous”. 

The committee was 
warned that the develop¬ 
er could still ask for 
additional trees to come 
down. 

The issue is the latest 
controversy over tree 
felling in Newmarket. 
Protests have previously 
been made over the 
clearance of a site in 
Bury Road, Newmarket, 
and the removal of 
roadside trees in 
Studlands Park Avenue, 
Newmarket, as part of a 
factory development. 

The developers had 


previously had plans 
rejected for nine detached 
houses on the one-acre 
Arborfield site which 
includes two existing 
houses. 

Part of the site was the 
home of Second World 
War test pilot and record- 
breaker Alex Henshaw. 

Mr Henshaw, who died 
last year aged 94, tested 
thousands of Spitfires as 
well as Lancaster bom¬ 
bers during the war. 

He set a pre-war record 
for a solo flight from 
England to South Africa 
and back. 


Youths knock 
OAP to floor 

A PENSIONER was 
knocked to the ground 
when he was attacked 
in the street by two 
youths. 

The victim, a man in 
his 70s, was left with 
bruises and grazes 
after the apparently 
motiveless attack in 
Queen Street, 
Newmarket, between 
4.30pm and 4.45pm on 
Friday, May 16. 

Police said there was a 
confrontation in which 
one of the youths 
assaulted the victim. 

The youth who struck 
the victim is described 
as black, about 16 
years old, 5ft 7in tall, 
and of average build. 
He was wearing a grey 
hooded top with the 
hood up and blue 
jeans. 

The second youth was 
white, of similar age, 
height and build with 
short blond hair. He 
was wearing a blue top 
and blue jeans.

Anger as US rental 
homes left empty 


Serviceman dies 
in road crash 

AN AMERICAN serviceman 
died when his motor cycle 
was involved in a collision 
with a car in Newmarket on 
Tuesday afternoon. 

The collision happened at the 
junction of Old Station Road 
and Cheveley Road. 


HUNDREDS of homes are 
being left empty as an 
agreement to rent them to 
American Air Force 
personnel is coming to an 
end. 

The houses, on Newmarket’s 
Studlands Park estate and in 
Soham, are set to remain 
unoccupied for the rest of the 
year until the lease with the US 
government expires. 

The situation has angered 
people on the housing waiting list. 
But a council leader has said 
there is unlikely to be anything he 
can do to get the houses occupied. 

Around 400 homes, originally 
built for personnel at the US Air 
Force bases in Mildenhall and 
Lakenheath, are affected. 

They are privately owned by a 
number of different people who 
lease them to the US authorities 
through EFGH, a subsidiary of 
developer Persimmon Homes 
Anglia. 

Bob Cole, a town councillor for 
Studlands Park, said: “It’s a cry- 
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ing shame. I feel so sorry for 
youngsters who need a house and 
see all these empty ones. 

“If the Americans don’t want 
them, I would have thought there 
was some way they could be freed 
up.” 

He said the houses had been 
well maintained for the American 
families under the terms of the 
lease. But, he said, there were 
already signs that some of the 
unoccupied houses were being 
damaged by vandals and thieves. 

Tech Sgt Jill Lavoie, a spokes¬ 
woman at the Lakenheath USAF 
base, said: “The leaseholder 
decided not to continue with the 
lease. 

“We’re not moving anyone in to 
the houses because the lease 
comes to an end at the end of the 
year and our people are generally 
assigned here for two or three 
years. It wouldn’t make sense to 
move them in for a few months 
only to have to move them again. 


“Empty houses are a concern 
and we don’t want to cause a 
problem in our local community.” 

Martin Davidson, land director 
of Persimmon Homes Anglia, 
said: “The lease comes to an end 
in December of this year. EFGH 
have said to the owners of the 
properties that we propose to 
withdraw. 

“It will then be up to the 
individual owners whether they 
individually or collectively re¬ 
offer the houses to the American 
government or British tenants.” 

He said the company was 
pulling out because of the rising 
cost of maintaining the homes, 
originally built nearly 40 years 
ago, to the standards required by 
the US authorities. 

Cllr Geoffrey Jaggard, leader of 
Forest Heath District Council, 
said: “It disturbs me that there are 
a lot of empty houses around 
where there is so much need. 

“We will have a look at the 
situation. But our ability to do 
anything will be very limited.” 


Council cracks down on illegal signs

COUNCIL officials have 
seized roadside signs 
which have been put up 
illegally. 

More than 30 signs, 
ranging in size from A4 
posters to banners up to 
four metres long, have 
been seized by Forest 
Heath District Council. 

Malcolm Allison, the 
council’s enforcement 
officer, and other staff 
have taken down the 
signs - mainly from 
beside busy roads in 
rural areas. 

The council action 
does not involve the 
controversial free¬ 
standing “A-board” signs 
which have been criti¬ 
cised for obstructing 
pavements - particularly 
in Newmarket. 


A council spokes¬ 
woman said the A- 
boards were often on 
highway land which was 
the responsibility of 
Suffolk County Council. 

Cllr Tony Simmons, 
the district council’s 


member champion for 
the environment, said: 
“The council is sending 
out a clear message that 
it will not tolerate 
flagrant breaches of 
planning control and 
will take robust action 


when necessary. Persist¬ 
ent offenders will be 
prosecuted.” 

The only exceptions to 
this rule are signs 
promoting local charity 
and community events. 
These can only be put up 
within two weeks of the 
event and must be taken 
down promptly after¬ 
wards. 

Most of the signs 
seized are for nightclub 
events in Newmarket, 
antique fairs and other 
shows in neighbouring 
Norfolk. 

The council has asked 
any company or indi¬ 
vidual who has had their 
signs removed to contact 
Mr Allison on (01638) 
719444 to arrange to 
collect them. 


The road was blocked while 
the emergency services were 
at the scene. 

A Suffolk police spokesman 
said the crash involved a 
Mazda car. 

The motor cyclist, 24-year-old 
Benjamin Gonzales, who was 
serving at the Lakenheath 
base, was certified dead at 
the scene. 

The road was closed for 
several hours while police 
crash investigators worked at 
the scene and diversions 
were put in place. 

The collision happened at 
about 4.30pm.

Jeacock 
lives on 
in more 
Views 

A NEW book by popular columnist 
Michael Jeacock has been 
published more than a year after 
his death. 

His widow, Janet, compiled 
extracts of his newspaper columns 
from the Newmarket Weekly News 
for the book More Views from the 
Fen. 

Mrs Jeacock said: “After he died I 
had so many messages from 
people asking for copies of his first 
book, Views from the Fen, that I 
thought maybe they would like a 
new one.” 

She spent about a year reading 
through piles of notes and the 
columns. 

“There’s so much material I could 
do another two books,” she said. 
Mr Jeacock, who died in 
December 2006, aged 73, was a 
former Daily Express news editor 
and freelance journalist whose 
observations on everyday life, as 
well as his love of countryside 
pursuits, made his weekly columns 
essential reading for his loyal 
readers. 

His column was published in the 
Newmarket Weekly News for 
nearly 30 years. His four children 
and 10 grandchildren often 
featured in them as did Jack the 
Cat. 

Profits from the sale of the book 
will be shared between St Nicholas 
Hospice, Bury St Edmunds, and 
Macmillan Cancer Support. 

The book, priced at £9.95, is 
available from most bookshops in 
Cambridge, where Mr Jeacock 
was a Blue Badge guide, as well 
as Tindall’s and W H Smith’s in 
Newmarket and Toppings in Ely.

War hero will be 
honoured at last 


WAR hero Jack Taylor 
will be commemorated 
with a permanent mem¬ 
orial - two years after a 
dispute erupted over 
whether a street should 
be named after him. 

Mr Taylor is the only 
serviceman to be awarded 
both the George Medal and 
the British Empire Medal. 
Both honours were for res¬ 
cuing the crew of blazing air¬ 
craft which crashed at New¬ 
market Racecourse while it 
was being used as an RAF 
base during the Second World 
War. 

Mr Taylor, originally from 
Northern Ireland, settled in 
Newmarket where he ran a 
pet shop and became a mem¬ 
ber of the former urban 
district council. 

He made one of the rescues 
dressed in just a football kit as 
he rushed straight to the 
scene from where he had been 
playing a match. He died, aged 
77, in 1989. 

More than two years ago 



members of the Royal Air 
Forces Association were 
angered when Forest Heath 
District Council rejected their 
suggestion that he should 
have a street named after him. 

But now, following the 
intervention of county coun¬ 
cillor Bill Sadler, a memorial 
plaque is to be unveiled on 
one side of the 99 Squadron 
Memorial at the racecourse. 

The plaque will be ded¬ 


icated at a special ceremony 
on Sunday. 

Mr Taylor’s son Tony, said: 
“We’re overwhelmed. I didn’t 
think this would come to 
fruition. But it has - thanks to 
the efforts of Cllr Sadler. 

“I think he has done 
everything he could to satisfy 
everyone concerned.” 

Cllr Sadler made a con¬ 
tribution towards the cost of 
the plaque from his Suffolk 
County Council locality 
budget. 

The project was also 
supported by the district 
council, RAFA and the New¬ 
market branch of the Royal 
British Legion. 

Relatives of Mr Taylor will 
take part in the service of 
dedication which will be 
conducted by the local RAFA

Protest over factory 
plans set to continue 


A BATTLE is set to continue 
over controversial plans to 
build a factory which residents 
say will overshadow their 
homes. 

Work on the factory site in 
Newmarket was halted in August after 
people living nearby protested about a 
fence, trees and shrubs being 
bulldozed by builders. 

Council planners ruled that the 
developer should have submitted a 
“landscaping scheme” before starting 
work on the factory in accordance 
with planning permission originally 
granted in 2005. 

A new plan showing the factory 
further away from homes on the 
town’s Studlands Park estate was 
submitted last year. But that was 
rejected by Forest Heath District 
Council’s planning committee in 
January.

Now the developers have told the 
council they want to go ahead with the 
original plans as approved three years 
ago. 

They submitted a new “landscaping 
scheme” showing that new trees 
would be planted, on the Studlands 
Park Avenue side of the site, to 
replace the ones that were cut down. 

But members of the planning 
committee last week rejected the 
scheme and the residents of Vincent 
Close, near the factory site, said they 
were considering legal action of their 
own. 

Christine Pearce, of Vincent Close, 
addressed the planning committee 
about the issues affecting the 
residents before councillors discussed 
the scheme. 

Afterwards she said: “We’re 


obviously pleased that the councillors 
are still on our side and it was a good 
result from our point of view.” 

But Richard Plowman, the council’s 
development control manager, said it 
was now likely that the land owners 
Cl Industries, based at Ruislip, 
Middlesex, would lodge an appeal. 

Mrs Pearce said: “We will be getting 
legal advice about getting a judicial 
review, if that’s what we need to do.” 

The planning committee was told 
that the council had sought legal 
advice from an expert barrister who 
had said that the company could go 
ahead with the original scheme as 
long as it complied with the cond¬ 
itions set in 2005 - which included the 
approval of a “landscaping scheme”. 

Details submitted by the company 
indicated that trees of between 5ft and 
nearly 25ft would be planted to replace 
those which were removed.

Traffic problem was 
met with surprise 


Sir, Your very appropriate 
headline (‘Incompetence’ 
jibe at annual meeting, 
Weekly News, May 29) 
covered the public 
meeting at the Memorial 
Hall, when the people of 
Newmarket expressed 
frustration over the 
development and 
planning of Newmarket in 
recent years. 

The issue of the 
proposed work at the 
Clock Tower suggests 
that the councillor who 
responded to the 
questions was neither 
familiar with the local 
traffic problems of 
Newmarket nor indeed 
with the shortly to be 
implemented new 
system. 

That traffic would only be 
allowed to turn left when 
leaving Waitrose Store, 
and would be entering 
into the Fordham Road, 
regularly packed with 
race day traffic and 
rerouted traffic from the 
A14, would create a 
problem appeared to 
come as a surprise to the 
councillor. 

As the main cause of 
traffic issues appear to 


have been exacerbated 
by the relocation of 
Waitrose, (remember 
people unable to drive 
out of the Rookery car 
park), it is perhaps ironic 
that the customers of this 
store will now experience 
on occasions a similar 
experience to those 
trapped in the Rookery 
car park. 

Whilst the executive of 
Forest Heath District 
Council remained seated 
and silent during this 
discussion, the councillor 
was able to assure the 
audience that every 
consideration had been 
given to enabling the 
large boats that rarely 
come down the Fordham 
Road will not be 
hampered by the new 
arrangements at the 
Clock Tower. 

Although work is due to 
start in a matter of weeks, 
the councillor promised to 
take the issues raised to 
the planners and 
construction company. I 
wish that councillor good 
luck.

In one real incident, 
recalled in a new book 
published by Newmarket 
Local History Society, three 
members of the Local 
Defence Volunteers - as 
the Home Guard was 
originally called - ended up 
trapped under a tree they 
were trying to use as a road 
block. 

In another incident, a 
22-stone volunteer named 
only as Mr Bailey, of 
Dullingham, went out with 
the commanding officer 
and “young Moore of 
Dullingham” on a mission 
to trace the source of lights 
suspected to be the work 


They stationed themselves 
on the Devil’s Dyke - the 
high ancient earthwork 
which runs across 
Newmarket heath from 
Woodditton to Reach. 
They were armed with 


“every conceivable weapon 
apart from rifles, including 
strong ropes” and were at 
a spot where the dyke is 
22ft higher than the 
surrounding countryside - 
with considerably further to 
the bottom of the ditch. 

“Mr Bailey got restless, and 
in turning over, missed his 
footing and he, his 
equipment, ropes, and 
everything else, rolled over 
and over until he landed at 
the bottom of the ditch. 
“Bailey was a good soldier. 
He did not scream, he just 
lay perfectly still murmuring 
‘I’m all right’ and there he 
stayed until 4 o’clock in the 
morning.” 

The ropes he had with him 
were used to pull him out 
of the ditch. 

Sandra Easom, who 
compiled the book When 
Newmarket Went to War, 
acknowledges information 
on the Home Guard came 


from a book called We Also 
Served which was 
published in 1944 and tells 
the official story of the 2nd 
Cambridgeshire and 
Suffolk Battalion Home 
Guard. 

Mrs Easom, vice-chairman 
of the Newmarket Local 
History Society, said: “The 
many aspects of ordinary 
life which are looked at in 
When Newmarket Went to 
War build a picture of the 
extraordinary times 
ordinary Newmarket 
people lived through, 
largely unaware of the 
bigger picture of the world 
around them because of 
the heavy Government 
censorship during the war.” 
The book is being launched 
at a reception at Palace 
House Mews, Newmarket, 
tomorrow and is available 
(priced £8) from Tindalls 
bookshop in the High 
Street.

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Unseasonable 
outbreak closes 
hospital wards 


MORE hospital wards have 
been closed to new admiss¬ 
ions due to the winter 
vomiting virus. 

Four wards at West Suff¬ 
olk Hospital, Bury St 
Edmunds, were shut this 
week. 

Last week two were closed 
to new admissions for the 
same reason. 

But officials at the hos¬ 
pital, which takes patients 
from the Newmarket and 
Haverhill areas, said they 
hoped that one of the wards 
would reopen in 24 hours. 

Anyone who thinks they 
have had the virus, known 
as norovirus, is asked to 
stay away from the hospital 
and not to visit friends or 
relatives. 

Although it is more 


common in the winter 
months, outbreaks some¬ 
times happen in the spring. 

Dr Caroline Barker, the 
hospital’s infection control 
expert, said: “We would like 
to repeat our message to 
anyone who has had 
diarrhoea or vomiting to 
stay away from the hospital 
for at least 72 hours after 
they have recovered - even 
if they feel better. 

“Norovirus is highly 
contagious and we see cases 
unwittingly transferred into 
the hospital from out in the 
community every year. 

“We would ask anyone 
visiting the hospital to help 
us prevent the virus from 
spreading by cleaning their 
hands thoroughly with soap 
and water.”

Cheveley 


THE annual meeting of Cheveley Parish 
Council was held on Tuesday, May 13. 
Cedric Burton was nominated as chair and 
Janet Martin as vice-chair on the 
understanding that neither would stand 
again at the end of this year. It was also 
agreed that Sallie Thomas would work with 
them with the prospect of taking on the role 
in future. 

County councillor Matthew Shuter reported 
on the NATS consultation. There was still a 
lack of public awareness regarding this. He 
advised that the consultation deadline had 
been extended to June 19 and that it would 
be beneficial for individuals, as well as the 
parish council, to submit a response. 

The clerk reported that the appeal letter to 
raise funds for refurbishment of the 
cemetery path still had to be drafted and 
dates to meet with Ashley parish clerk for 
the joint highways working party finalised. 
The summary document for the Parish Plan 
had been printed and distribution would be 
organised before the annual parish 
meeting. No applications to fill council 
vacancies in both the north and south 
wards had been received and recruitment 
letters for the north ward would be 
distributed. 

The statement of accounts for the year 
ended March 31,2008, was approved and 
the responsible financial officer and the 
councillor responsible for finance thanked 
for their good work throughout the year. 
Nominations for the McCalmont Cup were 
received and it was unanimously agreed 
that the cup be awarded at the annual 
parish meeting to Sheila Clark for all her 
work within the community. 

It was agreed to continue to hold the 
monthly parish council meetings (with the 
exception of the month of August) on the 
second Tuesday of the month and to 
rearrange the date for the annual parish 
meeting next year. 

Under planning matters, district councillor 
Peter Cresswell reported that he had 
requested that the application for a rear 
extension at 195 High Street be taken to 
the planning committee for a decision. The 
clerk reported that additional works not 
included in the application for a wall at 108 
High Street had been reported to the 
planning officer at East Cambridgeshire 
District Council (ECDC). It was agreed that 
a letter be sent to the planning office stating 
that the parish council now objects to this 
application. 

At the Cheveley pavilion and recreation 
ground charity meeting, held after the 
parish council meeting, it was reported that 
graffiti at the rear of the pavilion had been 
reported to the police. Quotes would be 
sought for various repair works that were 
necessary. 

The next meeting of the parish council will 
be held on Tuesday, June 10, starting at 
7.30pm in the community room, Cheveley 
Primary School, and members of the public 
are welcome. Agendas for the meeting will 
be displayed on all notice boards in the 
parish at least three clear days before the 
meeting in order for parishioners to be 
informed about the content of the meeting. 
A meeting of the Cheveley pavilion and 
recreation ground charity will follow this.

Dog owners warned 
they may go to court

DOG owners 
could be sued by 
racehorse trainers 
if their pets cause 
an accident on the 
gallops at New¬ 
market. 

Jockey Club bosses 
have also warned that 
they could impose 
personal bans on 
people who do not 
keep their dogs under 
control while race¬ 
horses, some worth 
millions of pounds, 
are exercising. 

Trainers have be¬ 
come increasingly 
concerned about the 
problem of dogs run¬ 
ning free on the town’s 
gallops while the 
horses are being given 
their daily work-out. 

In one incident dogs 
chased racehorses as 
they galloped along 
one of the exercise 
tracks. 

Trainers have also 
reported being sworn 
at by dog walkers 
when they ask them to 


keep their animals 
under control. 

Notices up on the 
heath around the town 
warn dog owners to 
keep their pets on a 
lead until after 1pm 
when most horses are 
back in their stables. 

Now William Gittus, 
managing director of 
Jockey Club Estates, 
has appealed to dog 
owners to behave 
responsibly. 

There are 2,800 acres 
of land owned by 
Jockey Club Estates 
around the town 
where nearly 3,000 
horses are in training. 

Mr Gittus said the 
Jockey Club was 
happy to allow the 


public to use the land, 
but added: “However, 
as owners of the heath 
and with our respon¬ 
sibility to those who 
earn their livelihoods 
from it, we ask the 
town’s residents to 
remember that it is 
first and foremost a 
racehorse training 
ground.” 

He said that loose 
dogs posed a serious 
health and safety risk. 

“Dog owners should 
remember that they 
are personally liable 
for accidents caused 
by their dogs and 
these days damages 
could run to gigantic 
figures,” he said. 

He asked that people 


with dogs - even on 
leads - should stay 30ft 
from the horse walks, 
artificial tracks and 
turf gallops. 

Mr Gittus warned 
that people jogging on 
Moulton Road, New¬ 
market, could also 
frighten horses and 
put riders at risk of 
being thrown off. 

Mark Tompkins, 
chairman of New¬ 
market Trainers’ 
Federation, said: “It 
has been a growing 
problem over the past 
five years. 

“So many trainers 
have complained to me 
about loose dogs when 
we are trying to get on 
with our work. 

“There are some 
very good dog owners. 
But some are abusive 
when we ask them to 
please keep their dogs 
on a lead. 

“Loose dogs can be 
highly dangerous and 
the heath is not a safe 
place to work. 

“Now a lot of 
trainers are threaten¬ 
ing to take dog owners 
to court if there’s an 
accident.”

INSPIRATIONAL teen¬ 
ager Liam Fairhurst has 
reached his amazing 
£150,000 fundraising 
target for a children’s 
cancer charity - but has 
vowed to continue his 
appeal. 

The 13 year old is committed 
to supporting CLIC Sargent 
despite still undergoing treat¬ 
ment for cancer. 

Liam’s fundraising efforts 
began just 18 months ago when 
the Soham Village College pupil 
completed a sponsored one-mile 
swim in memory of his friend, 
Jack Wilkinson, who lost his 
fight with cancer at the age of 
12 . 

Hundreds of people across 
Cambridgeshire have since 
joined his efforts, and he has 
earned private meetings with 
Prime Minister Gordon Brown, 
Prince William and Professor 
Stephen Hawking to talk about 
his work. 

The Prime Minister even paid 
tribute to Liam in his speech at 
the Labour party conference in 
September, naming him as one 
of the most inspirational people 
he had met during his first few

weeks in office. And it was a 
special bottle of whisky donated 
by Mr Brown and signed by his 
entire Cabinet, which helped 
push Liam’s appeal over the 
£150,000 mark after it fetched 
more than £1,000 in an online 
auction. 

CLIC Sargent community 
fundraiser Karen Roberts, who 
has helped run the appeal, said: 
“We’re so incredibly proud of 
Liam, and his family, for raising 
such a huge amount of money - 
it’s fantastic. 

“Every day in the UK, 10 


children and young people are 
diagnosed with cancer or 
leukaemia. The money will help 
us continue to support families 
like the Fairhursts when the 
unimaginable happens. 

“On behalf of everyone at 
CLIC Sargent, and all the 
children, mums, dads, and 
grandparents who will benefit 
from their fundraising efforts, I 
would like to say a huge ‘thank 
you’ to Liam and his family 

“We’re looking forward to 
celebrating with the Fairhursts 
and will be extending a special 
‘thank you’ to them in the 
coming weeks.” 

The charity is organising a 
special thanksgiving event for 
Liam and his family, who live in 
Blackthorn Court, Soham, in the 
next few weeks to officially mark 
his achievement. 

Cllr Peter Cresswell, chair¬ 
man of East Cambridgeshire 
District Council, has also been 
inspired by Liam, announcing 
this week he is setting up a 
council-backed charity appeal to 
back Liam’s cause. 

He said: “Reaching £150,000 is 
an absolutely tremendous 
achievement.

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Congestion charge for 
hospital is ‘tax on sick’

PATIENTS at Addenbrooke’s Hosp¬ 
ital have condemned plans to inc¬ 
lude the hospital in the Cambridge 
congestion charging zone as 
“council greed”. 

Internal documents from the Adden¬ 
brooke’s Trust, obtained by our sister paper, 
the Cambridge Evening News under the 
Freedom of Information Act, show the 
depth of feeling among patients and 
hospital bosses. 

As many as 1,500 a day could be hit by a 
charge of between £3 and £5, along with 
visitors and staff, if the final zone follows 
Cambridgeshire County Council proposals 
and includes Addenbrooke’s. 

Papers from a meeting at the trust show 
patients objecting to the cost for regular 
patients, such as those receiving chemo¬ 
therapy and dialysis, and to the prospect of 
those rushing to see relatives at A&E being 
charged. 

One patient said: “We view the deliberate 
extension outwards to include a peripheral 
area like Addenbrooke’s to be a classic 
example of council greed.” 

In a letter to the council, Gareth Goodier, 
the trust’s chief executive, said: “If the 
Addenbrooke’s campus was within the 
charging zone the county council would be 
targeting individuals already compromised 
due to illness, worry, or need for surgery 

“The extra expense has been described as 
a ‘tax on the sick and vulnerable’.” 


The trust estimates 1,500 patients attend 
the hospital each day between 7.30am and 
9.30am each morning, the proposed hours 
of operation for the charge. 

The papers released to the News show 
Paul Cook, the council’s head of transport 
policy and strategy, attended a meeting with 
42 foundation trust members and patients 
in January 

The papers state Mr Cook said, in 
response to questions on the impact on 
dialysis patients and the elderly, that the 
council is “considering exemptions”. 

The trust described the consensus of 
opinion as being that “patients should not 
be charged to use their hospital”. 

Written submissions came from patients 
who could not attend the meeting. One said: 
“Please express my unqualified opposition 
to a congestion charge including the 


hospital area, which amounts to a tax on 
the sick and the vulnerable, to the 
appropriate authorities who must have 
taken leave of their senses to even think of 
such an idea.” 

Another said the proposals were “totally 
ridiculous” as Addenbrooke’s is a centre for 
treatment for the whole of East Anglia, as 
well as Cambridge. 

A council spokeswoman described the 
views of Addenbrooke’s staff and patients 
as being “very important to us”. 

She added: “The council has not made 
any commitment to introducing congestion 
charging. All of the information and 
feedback we have gathered is being studied 
by councillors so an informed decision can 
be taken about the best way of tackling the 
growing problem of congestion in 
Cambridgeshire.”

Beny big surprises in 
store at free fair day

THERE’S something about 
Strawberry Fair which gets 
the juices flowing. 

The biggest - and some may say 
best - free and volunteer-run 
festival in the UK kicks off this 
Saturday and it’s still hard to 
believe that so much will happen 
in just one day.

Possibly the biggest single event 
of the day is the Strawberry Fair 
parade. 

This follows a different theme 
each and every year, and this year 
organisers have chosen 
‘Recycling is not a Myth’, so 


expect to see those taking part to 
be dressed as mythical beasts 
and creatures from recycled 
materials. 

There will be up to 100 members 
of the Arco Iris Samba Band 
taking part and around 20 to 30 
costume wearers.

Boxer diesel is Subaru first 


SUBARU has always been a 
marginal performer in the 
UK car sales charts, and 
one reason for staying that 
way in recent times has 
been the complete lack of a 
diesel option. 

So the advent of a boxer diesel 
engine is both extremely welcome 
and long overdue. Every main¬ 
stream rival has been selling tons 
of diesel-engined cars over the 
last few years. In the UK 40 per 
cent of cars sold are now powered 
by the stinky stuff. 

So, better late than never then, 
for the world’s first boxer diesel- 
engined passenger car is finally a 
reality, initially available in the 
Legacy Sports Tourer and Out¬ 
back, the latter of which is on 
test here. The yet-to-be- 
introduced Forester gets it in 
September, while the Impreza TD 
follows three months later. 

The 2-litre horizontally opposed

common-rail unit develops 
147bhp and 2581b ft of torque, and 
in the Outback produces only 
153g/km of C02 emissions 
(151g/km for the Legacy Sports 
Tourer). As far as fuel efficiency 
is concerned, this is the class 
leader in the four-wheel-drive 
passenger car class, as well as 
beating 2-litre rivals including 
the new Ford Mondeo and 
Volkswagen Passat. So it stands 
out from the opposition both in 
terms of efficiency and layout 
individuality. 

The engine features liquid 
mounts and the cars get extra 
sound-proofing to enhance refine¬ 
ment, while the slick five-speed 
manual gearbox (which has a 
shorter throw) has higher ratios 
to suit the stronger torque and 
lower engine speed 
characteristics of the engine. 

Last year the Outback received 
an extensive facelift along with 
better quality materials inside 
and changes to the suspension. 
The interior is pleasant thanks to 
quality plastic and soft-touch 
trim, and comfortable too thanks 
to an excellent driving position.

wheel-drive system standard on 
all Subarus. On a long journey in 
extremely wet and windy weather 
it performed flawlessly, with a 
cosseting, finely damped ride and 
a quiet, dependable “can-do” 
attitude. 

Power steering is electric to 
improve fuel economy and tuned 
for stronger feel and responses, 
while the front spring rates have 
been reworked to suit the engine 
and steering system. The front 
brakes have also been uprated 
and work very well indeed. 

Although it can be noisy when 
cold, the engine is pleasantly 
refined on the motorway. In 
purely accelerative terms it 
doesn’t push any boundaries, but 


performance is more than 
adequate and, with the maximum 
torque figure available from a 
mere l,800rpm the unit is 
supremely flexible. It’s also 
unusually free-breathing for a 
diesel and perfectly happy to keep 
pulling at high revs. Well done 
Subaru.

The Outback offers dependable 
and flexible family transport 
with the added security and off- 
roading ability of Subaru’s full¬ 
time symmetrical all-wheel-drive 
system.

Renault unveils stylish Laguna Coupe 


RENAULT chose to unveil its 
stylish new Laguna Coupe on 
probably the most glamorous 
weekend of the year. 

The Laguna Coupe could 
be seen about the south 
coast of France, taking in the 
Cannes Film Festival and 
Monaco Grand Prix. 

The sleek addition to the 
Laguna range had the covers 
taken off at the film festival on 
Saturday and then had a few 
laps of the legendary street 
circuit put under it by two of 
Renault FI’s test drivers. 

Renault has confirmed that 
the Laguna Coupe will feature

SIR Michael Stoute looks likely to 
have a major say in the 229th 
running of the Derby at Epsom on 
Saturday 

The multiple-champion trainer, based on the 
Bury Road, Newmarket has won the race four 
times and will be triple-handed this year with 
Doctor Fremantle, Tajaaweed and Tartan 
Bearer set to line up. 

Doctor Fremantle was supplemented on 
Monday at a cost of £75,000, despite initial 
vibes that would not be competing at Epsom. 

Stoute said: “I was never quoted saying he 
wouldn’t run because I felt we would discuss it 
after the Dante. Once the trials were over I was 
positive he would run.” 

The Chester Vase winner runs in the same 
colours as one-time Derby favourite Twice 
Over, but Stoute believes the horse is there on 
his own merits and not a substitute. 

“I never discussed anything like that with 
the owner,” he said. “I liked the way he won 
his trial - he picked up well off the home turn 
and he’s a worthy contender.” 

If the bookies are to be believed then the 
most likely winner of the trio is Tajaaweed. 

The imposing son of Dynaformer belied his 
size and inexperience to thunder home and 
claim the Dee Stakes at Chester. 

His large frame has caused concern for 
many potential punters, but Stoute has no 
such worries. 

“He handled the tight turns at Chester well,” 
he said. “He’s big but he’s well balanced and I 
think he’ll handle Epsom. 

“He’s been working well this spring and the 
run at Chester shows he deserves to go.” 

The final runner set to fly the flag for 
Freemason Lodge is the Ballymacoll 
Stud-owned Tartan Bearer. 

The flashy chestnut has made rapid 
progress this season, starting with a win in a 
Leicester maiden before victory in the Dante - 
the foremost Derby trial - at York. 

“His progress has definitely surprised me,” 
said Stoute. “He’s a horse who is never going 
to be an impressive winner as he always saves 




a bit for himself.” Tartan Bearer is also a full 
brother to 2000 Derby runner-up Golan and 
looks the type to handle the contours of 
Epsom much better than his brother. 

Stoute said: “They’re two very different 
horses - I don’t think that Golan handled the 
track at all when he ran. Tartan Bearer is a 
much smaller model, more compact and he 
should be all right.” 

Whether any of the colts will be in the 


winners enclosure come Saturday afternoon is 
anybody’s guess and Stoute is not giving 
anything away 

“It’s hard to judge them on the gallops as 
Tajaaweed is a very generous worker and 
Tartan Bearer is lazy,” he said. 

“The official handicapper has mine rated 
pretty closely and there’s not a lot between 
them. It all depends on what happens on 
the day”

CONNECTIONS of Tajaaweed 
were quick to allay fears the colt 
may be a doubt for the Vodafone 
Derby at Epsom. 

Rumours started circulating on 
Tuesday that Sir Michael 
Stoute’s Dee Stakes winner had 
suffered a setback, but Angus 


Gold, racing manager for owner 
Hamdan A1 Maktoum, was 
confident the son of Dynaformer 
would line up in Saturday’s 
Classic. 

He said: “All that happened is 
that when the stable staff went to 
feed him last night (Monday) 


they had noticed he had lost a 
shoe. 

“As a precaution they have 
decided to leave him alone with 
the shoe off today and providing 
all is well with him, they will put 
one back on Wednesday. 

“He did not get out of the box 


and he is not lame in anyway, so 
providing there are no problems 
tomorrow when they put the 
shoe back on, he should be ready 
to rock and roll." 

Winner of two of his three 
starts, Tajaaweed is as short as 
11-2 in places for the Derby. 


NEWMARKET driver Rob Huff 
continued his recent sparkling run with 
two good results in the World Touring 
Car Championship round in Pau, 

France, on Sunday. 

Chevrolet star Huff, who snatched the 
third championship victory of his career 
as well as a second in Valencia two 
weeks ago, bagged fourth and fifth 
spots in the two races. 

BMW driver Augusto Farfus led from 
start to finish in the first race, but a 
dramatic change in the weather 
conditions saw the field start behind the 
safety car for the second race. 

Reigning three-times champion Andy 
Priaulx, who could only manage eighth 
in race one, began on pole 
and used all his 
experience to stay in 
front to the 
chequered flag. 

Chevrolet’s Nicola 
Larini provided the 
main challenge to 
the Guernsey man 
and finished second, 
ahead of Rickard Rydell 
and Gabriele Tarquini. 

The safety car was also deployed in the 
first race after a multi-car shunt, 
involving Alain Menu, Alessandro 
Zanardi, Tiago Monteiro and Felix 
Porteiro, on the first lap. 

After the restart, Farfus proved in a 
class of his own, winning by 18sec from 
SEAT duo Yvan Muller and Jordi Gene. 
Huff (above) who is now sixth overall, 
ran out of time in his push for the 
podium after overtaking Rydell and 
Tarquini, who maintained his lead in the 
championship, taking his tally to 45 
points - seven ahead of Yvan Muller. 
Rydell is a point further back, while 
Priaulx’s victory saw him climb to 
fourth on 33. 
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
